the decision. 

“The Ludlum Steel Company did 
not lose title to the so-called Arm- 
strong patents as a result of said 
action, as the title to said patents 
was not at issue. The action was 
brought by a stockholder against 
the Ludlum Steel Company and 
Mr. Armstrong as joint defendants, 
to restrain the company from mak- 
ing payments to Mr. Armstrong 
under an agreement between Mr. 
Armstrong and the company in 
which the former assigned these 
patents to the company, on the 
ground that the patents belonged 
to the Ludlum Steel Company ir- 
respective of said agreement, that 
said agreement was invalid and 
that the company should make no 
further payments to Mr. Armstrong 
thereunder. 

“The decision of the referee was 
that the agreement was valid and 
that the company was obligated to 
make such payments and judgment 
Was directed in favor of the Lud- 
lum Steel Company and Mr. Arm- 
strong, dismissing the complaint.
